In the specification, page 5, paragraph 25, line 8 replace "points" with - 
corners — 

Also, in the specification pages 5-6, paragraph 26, line 6 replace "point 125-1 
and point 125-2" with —corner 125-1 and comer 125-2 ~. 

Claim 1 , lines 2 and 3 replace "first point" and "second point" with -first comer— 
and --second corner-. 

Claim 1, line 15 replace "dividing" with -in--. Also, line 16, replace "point" with - 
corner-. Line 17, add -in the second portion— after "diagonal members" and replace 
"point" with -corner of the peripheral member-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Imre shows a 
hair wig device (figs. 7. 8) having a peripheral member (20b), a longitudinal member 
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(center member 32b) coupled to the peripheral member that bisects the peripheral 
member into first and second portions and a plurality of diagonal members (28b 
members toward to front portion that intersect the peripheral member other than 90 
degrees) each coupled to the longitudinal member and the peripheral member, a 
plurality of wefts hair (28, fig. 4) attached to the diagonal members. Imre fails to show 
the peripheral member having substantially horseshoe shape with a heel having a first 
end defined by a first corner and a second end defined by a different second corner, 
also Imre fails to show one of the diagonal members in the second portion coupled to 
the first corner of the peripheral member and another diagonal member in the second 
portion coupled to the second corner of the peripheral member.
